• Fixed Images, such as PIP/POP windows, stock tickers, 
video game patterns, TV station logos, and websites. 

• Special Formats that do not use the entire screen. For 
example, viewing letterbox style (16:9) media on a 
normal (4:3) display (gray bars at top and bottom of 
screen); or viewing normal style (4:3) media on a 
widescreen (16:9) display (gray bars on left and right 
sides of screen). 



Care 

For better performance and safer operation of your TOSHIBA

26) Always sit approximately 10-25 feet away from the TV and 
as directly in front of it as possible. The picture can appear 
dull if you sit too far to the left or right of the TV, or if 
sunlight or room lights reflect on the screen. Turn the TV 
off to check for reflections on the screen, and then remove 
the source of reflections while viewing the TV. 



27) Always unplug the TV before 
cleaning. Never use liquid or 
aerosol cleaners.

Welcome to Toshiba 

Congratulations! You have purchased one of the finest color TVs on 
the market. The goal of this manual is to guide you through setting 
up and operating your Toshiba TV as quickly as possible. 

This manual applies to model 34HD82. The model and serial 
numbers are on the back of your TV. Record these numbers in the 
spaces provided on the front of this manual. Refer to these numbers 
whenever you communicate with your Toshiba dealer about this TV. 

Instructions in this manual are based on using the remote control. 
You can also use the controls on the TV if they have the same name 
as those on the remote control. 

Please read all the safety and operating instructions carefully and keep 
the manual for future reference. 

Exploring your new TV 

You can operate your TV using the buttons on the front panel or 
remote control. The back panel and front panel (behind the door) 
provide all the terminal connections you will need to connect other 
equipment to your TV. See "Connecting your TV" on page 7. 



Note regarding 
Quick Connect Guide 

The Quick Connect Guide 

automatically appears on-screen 
the first time the TV is turned on. 
This feature provides on-screen 
instructions to guide you through 
initial setup of your TV.

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Connecting your TV 



Note: Cables are not provided with your TV. 

• Coaxial cable is the cable that comes in from your antenna, cable TV service, or cable 
converter box. Coaxial cable uses "F" connectors. 

• Standard stereo A/V cables usually come in sets of three, and are typically color-coded 
according to use: yellow for video, red for stereo right audio, and white for stereo left (or 
mono) audio. Your TV's standard A/V inputs are color-coded in the same manner as 

the cables. 

• S-video cable is for use with video equipment that has an S-Video connector. 

• Component video cables come in sets of three (typically color-coded red, green, and 
blue), and are for use with video equipment that has component video connectors. Your 
TV's ColorStream* (component video) inputs are color-coded in the same manner as the 
cables. 

• DVI-D digital single-link cable is for use with video equipment that has a DVI-D digital 
single-link connector (see page 13). 



NOTE REGARDING PICTURE QUALITY 

When connecting video equipment to your Toshiba TV: 

• For GOOD picture quality: Use a standard yellow stereo A/V video cable. 

• For BETTER picture quality: If your equipment has an S-video connector, use an 
S-video cable instead of a standard yellow video cable. (You still must connect the 
standard red and white audio cables for full system connection, but do not connect 
a standard yellow video cable at the same time or the picture performance will be 
unacceptable.) 

• For BEST picture quality: If your equipment has component video connectors, 
use component video cables instead of a standard yellow video cable or S-video cable 
(plus the standard red and white audio cables for full system connection.) If your 
equipment has a DVI-D digital single-link connector, use a DVI-D cable (plus standard 
red and white audio cables connected to "DVI/HDCP IN" for full system connection).

• three coaxial cables

When you use a converter box with your TV, 
the remote control will not operate some 
features, such as programming your favorite 
channels, labeling channels, and locking 
channels.

Connecting a cable converter box and a VCR 

This connection allows you to watch and record basic and premium 
cable channels, watch videotapes, and record one channel while 
watching another channel. To use the TVs features, select ANT-l. 
To view or record premium channels with the VCR, select ANT-2, 
tune the TV to channel 3 or 4 (whichever channel is vacant in your 
area), and use the converter box to change channels. 

You will need: 

• four coaxial cables 

• one set of standard A/V cables 




Note: 

If you have a mono VCR, connect L/Mono to 
VCR Audio OUT using only one audio cable. 

If you have an S-VHS VCR, use an S-video 
cable instead of a standard video cable. Do 
not connect a standard video cable and an 
S-video cable to Video- 1 (or Video-2] at the 
same time, or the picture performance will 
be unacceptable. 

When you use a convener box with your TV, 
the remote control will not operate some 
features, such as programming your favorite 
channels, labeling channels, and locking 
channels.

Connecting a DVD player or satellite receiver 
and a VCR 

This connection allows you to watch DVD/satellite, VCR, and TV 
programs, and record one TV channel while watching another 
channel. 

You will need: 

• two (or three, if satellite receiver is used) coaxial cables 

• two sets of standard A/V cables 

• one pair of standard audio cables 

• one S-video cable 




Note: 

For the highest possible picture quality from 
a DVD player or satellite receiver without 
component video or DVI/HDCP, use an 
S-video cable. (If your DVD player has 
component video, seepage 10. If your set-top 
box has component video, see page 1 1. If 
your DVD player or satellite receiver has 
DVI/HDCP, see page 13.) 

Do not connect both an S-video cable and 
a standard video cable between the TV and 
DVD player/satellite receiver at the same 
time, or the picture performance will be 
unacceptable. 

Do not connect the DVD player/satellite 
receiver and VCR to the same video channel 
on the TV. [The illustration at left shows the 
DVD player/satellite receiver connected to 
Video- 7 on the TV, and the VCR connected 
to Video-2onthe TV.)

Your TV has ColorStream® (component video) inputs. Connecting 
your TV to a DVD player with component video (such as a Toshiba 
DVD player with ColorStream®) can greatly enhance picture quality 
and realism. 

To record one TV program while watching another TV program, tune 
the VCR to the channel to record, and tune the TV to the channel to 
watch. 

To record a TV program while watching a DVD, tune the VCR to the 
channel to record, and select ColorStream HD 1 on the TV (see 
"Selecting the antenna input" on page 22). 

You will need: 

• two coaxial cables 

• one set of standard A/V cables 

• one pair of standard audio cables 

• one set of component video cables

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Connecting a DTV receiver/set-top box with

This connection allows you to watch DTV (digital TV), VCR, and 
TV programs, and record DTV and TV programs. 

Your TV has ColorStream (component video) inputs. Connecting 
your TV to a DTV receiver/set-top box with component video can 
greatly enhance picture quality and realism. 

To record and watch a DTV program, select LINE IN on the VCR, 
and select ColorStream HD2 (or VIDEO 1 for a non-ColorStream 
connection) on the TV (see "Selecting the antenna input" on 
page 22). 

To record a TV program while watching a DTV program, tune the 
VCR to the channel to record, and select ColorStream HD2 on 
the TV. 

To record and watch the same TV program, tune the VCR to the 
channel to record, and select VIDEO 1 on the TV. 

To record one TV program while watching another TV program, 
tune the VCR to the channel to record, and tune the TV to the 
channel to watch. 

You will need: 

• three coaxial cables 

• two sets of standard A/V cables 

• one pair of standard audio cables 

• one set of component video cables

If your DTV receiver or set-top box is not 
compatible with component video or 
DVI/HDCP, use the S-video connections 
(plus the standard audio connections] instead 
[see page 9). 

To monitor recording, set the TV to VIDEO I.

Note: 

If you have S-VHS VCRs, use S-video cables 
instead of standard video cables for better 
picture performance. Do not connect both a 
standard video cable and an S-video cable to 
Video- 1 (or Video-2] at the same time, or the 
picture performance will be unacceptable. 

Do not connect the same VCR to the output 
and input jacks on the TV at the same time. 

To dub or edit, VCR 2 must select Line IN, 
and the TV must select VIDEO 1 (see 
"Selecting the antenna input" on page 22]. 

* The Video OUT jack does not output the 
POP picture. 

** The Audio OUT jacks can output the sound 
of either the Main or POP picture (see 
"Selecting the Audio OUT sound" on 
page 48].

The DVI/HDCP input on your TV is designed to accept HDCP 
program material in digital form from EIA/CEA-861— compliant 2 
consumer electronic devices, such as a set-top box or DVD player 
equipped with a DVI-D digital single-link output connection. 3 

The DVI/HDCP input is designed for best performance with 1080i 
high-definition video signals. The DVI/HDCP input also will accept 
and display 480p, 720p, and 480i picture signals. 

Note: This TV is not intended for connection to 
and should not be used with a PC (personal 
computer). 

You will need: 

• one coaxial cable 

• one DVI-D digital single-link cable 

Note: For proper operation, the DVI-D cable length 
should not exceed 3m (9.8 ft]. The recommended 
length is 2m [6.6 ft]. 

• one pair of standard audio cables 
DVI/HDCP device 

(for example, set-top box or DVD player) 



Notes 

1 DVI/HDCP = Digital Visual Interface/ 
High-bandwidth Digital Content Protection. 

2 EIA/CEA-86 J compliance covers the 
transmission of uncompressed digital 
video with high-bandwidth digital content 
protection, which is being standardized for 
future reception of high-definition video 
signals. 

3 Consult your consumer electronics dealer 
for availability.

To ensure that the DVI/HDCP device is reset 
properly, it is recommended that you follow 
these procedures: 

• When turning on your electronic 
components, turn on the TV first, 
and then the DVI/HDCP device. 

• When turning off your electronic 
components, turn off the DVI/HDCP 
device first, and then the TV. 





Connecting an audio system 

This connection allows you to use an audio amplifier to adjust the 
audio level. This also allows you to use external speakers. 

To control the audio, turn on the TV and the stereo amplifier, and 
turn off the built-in speakers (see "Turning off the built-in speakers" 
on page 48). 

You will need: 

• one pair of audio cables 
Note: 

To hear sound when using an external audio amplifier, the 
volume of both the TV and the amplifier must be set 
above 0 [zero]. 

For example, if the volume of the TV is set to 0, you will 
not be able to hear any sound, even the volume of the 
amplifier is at its highest level. 




Connecting an A/V receiver 

This connection allows you to use an audio/video (A/V) receiver to 
enhance your TVs sound. 

If you have a system with Dolby Pro Logic® surround sound, you can 
add to the realism of the sound by using the TVs internal speakers as 
center channel speakers. 

You will need: 

• one coaxial cable 

• one set of standard A/V cables 

• one single audio cable for the audio center channel

Preparing the remote control for use 

With the remote control, you can operate your TV, most VCR 
models, and cable TV converters together, even if they are different 
brands. If you will be using your TV with a Toshiba VCR, your 
remote control is already programmed and ready to use. If you own 
different brands of VCRs and/or converters, you first must program 
your remote control (see "Programming the remote control for use 
with a non-Toshiba VCR or cable TV converter" on page 16). 



Note: 

Your TV's remote control may not operate 
certain features on your VCR, cable TV 
converter, or other electronic device. 
Refer to the owner's manuals for your other 
devices to determine their available features. 
If your TV's remote control does not operate a 
specific feature on a device, use the remote 
control that came with the device. 



Installing the remote control batteries 

To install the batteries: 
1. Slide the battery cover off the back of the remote control. 




2. Install two "AA" size alkaline batteries. Match the + and - signs on 
the batteries to the signs on the battery compartment.

• Dispose of batteries in a designated 
disposal area. Do not throw batteries into 
a fire. 

• Do not mix battery types or combine used 
batteries with new ones. 

• If the remote control does not operate 
correctly, or if the operating range becomes 
reduced, replace both batteries with new 
ones. 

• If the batteries are dead or if you will not 
use the remote control for a long time, 
remove the batteries to prevent battery acid 
from leaking into the battery compartment. 



3. Slide the battery cover back on to the remote control until the 
lock snaps. 



Using the remote control with a VCR or 
cable TV converter 

To control a VCR: 

Set the TV/ CABLE/VCR switch to the VCR position. The 
shaded buttons shown at right will then control the VCR. The 
unshaded buttons will operate the TV as usual. 

If you own a non-Toshiba VCR, you must program the remote 
control to recognize your VCR brand (see "Programming the 
remote control for use with a non-Toshiba VCR or cable TV 
converter" on page 16).

The word "STEREO" or "SAP" displays in yellow in 
the menu when the TV receives the signal. 

If the stereo sound is noisy, select MONO to reduce the noise. 

To listen to SAP (if available) : 

1. Press MENU, and then press A or ► until the AUDIO menu 
appears.
